3lue grass contains less protein than 
the former, but more than the latter 
crops, consequently, if we are feed- 
ing pigs on pasture we must plan to 
feed protein feeds if they have car- 
bonaceous forage and pasture and 
carbonaceous feeds if they have pro 
teinaceous pasture and forage crops. 

Pigs that have the run of clover 
and alfalfa make the best gains !f fed 
a little corn and some of the nitrogen- 
eous feeds like oil meal, skimmilk or 
wheat middlings. Mowever, it is usu 
ally more profitable to depend upon 
the clover and alfalfa pasture and 
not feed the more expensive feeds. 

With carbonaceous forage and past- 
ure it will pay to feed less corn and 
more of the nitrogeneous feeds 

If we have our pigs well developed 
on forage and protein feeds they will 
be in condition to finish on corn alone 
the last two months

Already 657 of the 10,532 one-room 
schoolhouse in Illinois have earned the
